SUBJECT: POSSIBLE SOVIET/GDR PROTESTS AT INTER- 
PARLIAMENTARY UNION MEETING IN LISBON

1 . THE BONN GROUP AGREED ON MARCH 1 TO AN FRG 
RECOMMENDATION THAT THE DELEGATIONS AT THE IPU MEETING 
IN LISBON FOLLOW THE SAME PROCEDURE THAT THE FOREIGN 
OFFICE PROPOSED LAST YEAR, I.E. TO STATE THAT THE IPU 
STATUTES ALLOW EACH DELEGATION TO SELECT ITS OWN 
DELEGATES (REFS C AND D) AND NOT ENGAGE IN A DISCUSSION 
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OF THE LEGAL STATUS OF THE BERLIN MEMBERS OF THE FRG 
DELEGATION, THE QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT, ETC. 

2. WE ARE SURPRISED AT AMREHN'S COMMENTS (REF A) ON THE 
SUPPORT RENDERED BY THE US DELEGATION IN SOFIA. THE 
FOREIGN OFFICE WAS GRATEFUL FOR THE SUPPORT GIVEN BY 
THE US. WE NOTE ALSO THAT SENATOR STAFFORD AND MR. NILES 
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OF IO/UNP MET WITH THE CHAIRMAN OF THE GDR GROUP ON 
SEPTEMBER 28 TO OBTAIN ASSURANCES THAT THE TYPE OF 
PROBLEMS WHICH WERE CREATED AT SOFIA WOULD NOT ARISE 
WHEN GGEQYZOZUCPPMRSADEBERLIN IN 1980 (REF E). THE 
FOREIGN OFFICE ALSO REPORTED THIS FACT, AND A COPY OF 
THAT REPORT WAS POUCHED TO USBER AND THE DEPARTMENT 
(EUR/CE) ON NOVEMBER 17, 1977. THE ONLY EXPLANATION 
WE HAVE FOR AMREHN'S COMMENTS IS THAT THE BUNDESTAG 
DELEGATION APPARENTLY PROPOSED AN APPROACH WHICH DID 
DISCUSS THE LEGAL STATUS OF THE BERLIN MEMBERS OF THE 
FRG DELEGATION AND THE QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT. THE 
FOREIGN OFFICE DISAGREED WITH THIS APPROACH AS DID 
THE BONN GROUP, BUT THE BUNDESTAG DELEGATION TOOK IT 
NONETHELESS. IT APPEARS THAT THE FOREIGN OFFICE'S 
CABLE DID NOT REACH THE DELEGATION IN TIME, ALTHOUGH 
WE HAVE NO ASSURANCE THE DELEGATION WOULD HAVE FOLLOWED 
THE RECOMMENDATION. COPIES OF THE BUNDESTAG DELEGA- 
TION'S STATEMENT AND OTHER MATERIAL PROVIDED BY THE 
FOREIGN OFFICE TO THE BONN GROUP WERE POUCHED TO THE 
DEPARTMENT (EUR/CE) AND USBER ON OCTOBER 7, 1977. 

3. ALTHOUGH WE HOPE THAT THE US DELEGATION AND OTHERS 
WILL BASE THEIR REJECTION OF SOVIET AND GDR ATTACKS ON 
THE IPU STATUTES, IT MIGHT BE USEFUL FOR THE DEPARTMENT 
TO BRIEF THE US REPS ON THE BACKGROUND TO THE EASTERN 
PROTESTS AND THE ALLIED LEGAL POSITION ON THE RIGHT 
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OF THE BERLIN DELEGATES TO PARTICIPATE WITH THE FRG 
DELEGATION.
